(UTC). Table | provides this information in 
a simplified and uncluttered format. One 
soon becomes familiar with these time 
differences and soon has noneed for this - 
table. However, it is very useful until one 
attains that degree of familiarity. 
UTC was previously calied Greenwich 
Mean Time (GMT), which is also called 
Zebra time, Zulu time, and Z-time. Itis still 
better known as GMT than as UTC or UT 
(Universal Time); however, UTC has been 
the correct term for several years. 
Since we are still in our previous even- 
ing’s hours when Europe is into its next 
morning, there is a period of time (4 to 8 
hours) when the UTC day and date are 
one ahead of our local day and date. As 
an example, if our local day is Thursday 
and our local date is the tenth of the 
month (and assuming someone on Pacif- 
i@ daylight savings time), at 8 p.m. PDST - 
local time it is O300 UTC Friday on the 


eleventh day of the month. Notes: ‘Evening of date prior to UTC date. 


?Same date for both focal and UTC.
